before  our  Selectmen  a  fact  which  al- 
though perhaps  familiar  to  them  is 
certainly  not  generally  known  and 
this  fact  is,  that  the  pond  at  the  foot 
of  the  common,  familiarly  known  as 
the  "Meeting  House  Pond"  has  be- 
come a  serious  and  dangerous  nui- 
sance. That  this  pond  has  long  been 
a  dirty  mud  hole,  rather  than  a  pond 
is  known  to  all  who  ever  have  occa- 
sion to  pass  it,  bnt  to  realize  the  con- 
dition in  which  it  now  is  one  must 
pass  near  it  on  some  warm  or  dog 
day,  or  sleep  In  any  of  the  residences 
in  its  vicinity  through  the  heated  term. 

The  color  of  the  watir  at  the  pres- 
ent time  is  about  the  same  shade  of 
green  as  Is  generally  used  for  the 
painting  of  blinds  and  the  odor  which 
arises  from  the  slum  on  a  warm  day 
is  simply  sickening,  and  the  fact  that 

of  our  citizens,  residing 
mediate  vicinity  have  during  the  past 
week  been  suffering  from  an  attack  of 
what,  except  for  the  prompt  action  of 
the  doctor,  would  have  become  cases 
of  cholera,  argues  well  for  the  truth 
of  the  statement  that  the  pond  In  Its 
present  stale  is  a  dangerous  nuisance. 

There  is,  we  are  aware,  no  appro-

Now.  I  must  tell  yon  uboat  our  tak- 
ing dioucr  at  iho  house  of  a  Cliiucse 
mnbdariu.  Wo  wore  iavitcd  lo  dino  al 
10  (-'clock  on  the  2d  or  the  Chinese  new 
year  or  the  29ih  ol  Jouuary.  At  10 
o'clock  I  hnd  my  cart  'here.j  and  was 
nil  ready  wi.h  my  hnt  on  wailing  for 
Miss  Garrouou  and  Mrs.  Dr.  ?Mur- 
dock  who  wcrc^  to  call,  for  us.  We 
waited,  and  waited,  and  waited,  and 
finally  nt  1  o"clock  wo  nto  a  little  dlo- 
ner,  und  aiicrwards  mado  up  our  minds 
to  go  to  <>ur  work.  But  Just  theu  they 
drove  iuiu  tbe  yard,  aad  wc  found 
thul  they  hnd  boon  waiting  all  thut 
time  lor  tb«  mandarin's  servant  to  in- 
vito them,  as  that, was  the  agrccmcel 
hetweon  Dr.  and  the  gcutlcmnn  who 
Invited  us.  We  took  our  spoons, 
knives,  lorks  aod  nnpkius  as  requested, 
aud  Mrs.  Sprngue  took  two  dolls  ovor 
to  Uio  two  little  girls  there. 

Mrs.  Spragnc  and  I  rode  io  ouo  carl 
Dr.  nnd  Emily  Willinms  in  auothcr, 
nnd  Miss  Garrttson  iu  another.  Ai 
riviug  there,  wo  met  Mr.  Sun,  an  Eng- 
lish speaking  Chinamen  about  2C 
years  old,  and  cutoriug  tbo  bouse  tea 
was  passed  us  aud  wo  sat  and  talked 
for  about  an  honr.  Then  wc  were 
cnllcd  to  dinnor.  I  caunot  toll  yon  nil 
tho  courses,  but  w  ill  mention  some  ol

Farm  Crumbs. 

EDITED  BT  LTSAXDER  S.  RICHARDS. 

Don't  sot  out  your  strawberry  plants 
io  tho  autumu,  lor  two  or  three  reasons  j 
first,  you  aro  apt  to.gct  old  viues,  as 
producers  dou't  caro  to  disturb  their 
hed]wbleh*thoy  aro  growing  lor 
next  year,  and  what  fow  runners  ruu 
Id  jbed  arc]  weak  aad  sickly 
compared  to  tbe  ruuuers  in  the  now 
Second,  there  is  nothing  gained 
by  setting  out  plnats  in  the  trail,  for  iu 
tbe  spriug  they  will  not*  huve  grown 
iugb  to  bear  but  low  strawberries, 
and  thou  they  oughtjuot  to  be  allowed 
bear,  for  if  they  do  tbo  growth  ol 
naers  will  ho  checked.  Every  blos- 
som should  bo  picked  off.  Third,  it  is 
rare  lowco  largo  strawberry  producer 
set  them  out  in  tho  lall,  tlioy  know  bet- 
tor. We  huve  hud  coueideruhle  euquiry 
lor  the  plants  to  set  out  this  fall,  hut 
we  tell  them  all  to  wnit  until  spring 
und  will  save  time  by  it.  There 
In  luct  hut  few  vines  or  trees  thut 
best  to  set  out  in  tho  lall.  The apple 
aod  pear  tree  is  better  we  think  set 
out  in  the  autumn,  they  aro  hardy  aud 
tho  soil  gots  well  settled  around  tbe 
trees,  so  that  whon  tbe  spring  opci 
the  trees  are  all  rendy  to  go  right  to 
work  and  sprout  ahead.  Not 
ever  with  peach  trees,  grape  vines  and 
smnll  fruits,  which  are  liable 
tor  kill  by  transplanting.  '. 
strawberry  bed  set  out  last  spriug 
should  be  well  protected  from  tho  win- 
ter's cold,  a  very  slight  covering  ol 
eel  grass  or  sea  weed  throwu  ovei 
them  is  good,  proceeded  by  a  light  coal 
of  good  mauuto.  Pines'  needles  make 
also  a  good  covcriug.  11  you  cover 
loo  thick  with  aoytbin  it  will  kill  the 
plants.  Keep  the  bed  clear  ol  weeds, 
and  if  they  are  iu  a  good  moist  place 
aud  you  have  a  good  quality  of  plauts, 
you  will  get  strawberries  enough  1 
assurn  you.  Hardy  ornamental  trees 
should  he  sot  out  this  lull,  such  us  -uiii- 
ples,  elms  etc.  See  thut  every  space 
under  the  roots  is  well  tilled  with  earth. 
Many  trees  dio  that  ure  truusplnnteii, 
becaasc  somo  curclesi.  fellow  has  lcit 
an  empty  space  under  (lie  maia  portiou 
of  tbo  tree.  Wbeu  set  out,  every 
space  around  tho  roots  above  und  he- 
low  should  be  filled.  Cut  off  the  top 
of  the  tree  to  cor.^poud  wilh  the 
shortened  roots  ami  thus  chock  a  too 
rapid  evaporation  of  moisture  lrom  a 
too  extensive  surfnee  of  leuves  on  the 
branches.  If  the  tree  is  lurge,  place 
some  largo  stones

Iu  Ibis  country  duringTtbo oarly  dnys 
of  tho  Rovolation,  the  colonists  mado 
use  of  flags  of  various  devices.

13tb,  1791,  wbicb  provided 
thnt  aflor  May  ljt,  1795,  tho  flag  of 
the  U.  S.  tbould  consist  ol  15  stripes, 
&c,  and  10  stars,  &c.  Iu  1818  how- 
over,  act  of  Apr.  >ltli,  tho  flag  was  re- 
established as  13  horizontal  stripes, 
alternately  rod  and  whito,  the  Union  to 
cousist  of  20  stars  whito  iu  a  field 
blue ;  one  star  to  be  added  to 
Union  on  the  admission  of  every  new 
state — thejtdditiou  to  ho  mndo  ou  tho 
4th  day  ol  July  succeeding  sucb  ad- 
mission. This  flag  went  into  effect 
July  1th,  1818,  and  is  tho  presout  pre- 
scribed natiunal  emblem  of  the  United 
States  of  America.  New  states  havo 
oceu  added  lrom  timo  to  time,  uutll  wc 
now  havo  38,  according  to  the  number 
in  tbe  field  of  hluc.

Sugar  Reduction 

Sugar  is  wondorlully  cheap  just  uow, 
aud  is  growing  cheaper.  Oue  can  go 
to  his  grocer  und  buy  in  any  quantity 
from  1  to  100  pnnnds,  the  best  granu- 
lated sugar  for  8  ceuts  a  pound.  No 
such  price  was  ever  quoted  before, 
even  iu  nnto  bellum  days.  In  conse- 
quence of  this  cheapness  consumption 
of  sugar  bas  increased  rapidly.  It  is 
said  that  the  United  States  has  ia- 
creased  its  cousumptiou  ouc-fourth  iu 
the  pint  year.  Nutwitf.stauding  this 
fuct'tbc  amount  of  sugar  iu  stock  is 
lurger  than  ever  bolore.  Aad  this,  too, 
in  spite  ol  the  tact  that  Cuba  sends  as 
very  little  sugar  uow,  owing  to  tbe 
heavy  export  duty.  The  reducliou  io 
tho  cost  of  sugur  is  a  blessing.  Sugar 
is  aa  item  of  prime  necessity  in  the 
household.  It  ranks  with  flour  as  tho 
stoplc  which  costs  most  iu  tho  economy 
ol'  tbe  fumily  kitchen.  Flour  anc 
sugar  form  tbo  largest  items  in  tbe  gro- 
cers' hill,  always.  And  not  the  least  of 
the  blessings  of  chenp  sugar  is 
too  cheap  lo  be  adulterated, 
actually  costs  more  tbao  sugar.  There 
may  be  some  article  mixed  with  sugar 
to  give  it  weight,  hut  tho  sugar 
get  is  real  sugar.  Several  causes  arc 
ascribed  for  tho  low  price  of  sugar. 
Oue  is  the  ucw  tariff,  which  admits 
ihould  refuse  !  oue  class  of  sugur  free.  Tbis  bus  vast- 
ly increased  our  supply  from  South 
America  aud  the  East  Iudics.  But  tho 
chief  factor  in  the  prohlom  is  said  to 
be  the  stimulatiou  given  to  the  produc- 
tioa  ol  beet  siignr  in  Germany.  Wo 
get  hut  little  hect  sugur  in  this  coun- 
try, though  the  German  hect  sugar 
ctop  controls  tho  price  for  the  world.

"  America  is  uudoubtetly  ahead  iu 
the  pruetical  application  of  electricity 
to  purposes  ol  public  utility," 
Alexander  Graham  Bell,  tbo  famous 
telephone  iuveutor,  to-day,  "hut  iu 
the  most  imporlaut  uso  to  wbich  elec- 
tricity l^a  hitherto  been  applied  we  arc 
very  much  bobiud  tho  great  civilized 
oatious  of  Europe— thnt  is,  lho  traas- 
misaiou  of  force  by  means  of  electricity. 
A  railway  seven  miles  long  is  worked 
hy  electricity  at  Port  Rush,  In  Irelaud. 
A  waterlall  iu  tho  neighborhood  is  util- 
ized io  work  the  dynamo  machine,  autl 
tho  curreutis  traustaittcd  over  u  tole 
graph  wire  lrom  the  falls  to  the  railway. 
Tbe  waste  of  wator  power  iu  Amorica 
for  lack  of  electrical  apparatus  to 
rait  it  is  something  cuormous.  If  the 
power  of  waterfalls  in  places  so  inac- 
cessible tbat  it  caouot  be  alilizcd  coald 
be  transmitted  forty  or  fitly  miles  to 
where  it  might  bo  appliodto  advautago, 
all  tbis  power  runuiug  to  waste  wouid 
bo  saved,  would  bo  cbeapor  tbau  steam, 
aud  iu  the  oed  possibly  supersede  i'.

We  also  visited  St,  Peters,  the  baths  of  t'ara- 
calla,  the  Tantheon,  Arch  of  Titus,  the  Roman 
Forum,  the  Vatican,  the  Colosseum,  the  sevan 
bilk  of  Rome  and  many  other  pUcea  of  antiq- 
uity. We  also  took  a  carriage  ride  out  on  the 
AppianWay,  I  be  same  which.SL  Paul  passed 
on  entering  Borne,  and  upon  oar  rt 
fore  entering  the  city,  we  turner: 
tance  to  our  left  and  entered  oue  of  Uie 
catacombs.  The  catacombs  are  cut  In  the  tufa 
rock,  one  below'anotber.  This  rock  has  some- 
thing of  the  appearance  of  red  sandstone,  only 
much  softer  and  of  a  darker  color.  The  pas- 
sages are  long  and  narrow,  hut  with  regal  aitty. 
so  that  the  floor  and  roof  aro  at  right  angles  to 
1  idea.  Thn  aides  of  these  passages  are 
'  with  gra<  es.  We  enter  tbo  cata- 
combs by  a  flight  of  steps,  then  pass  along  for 
a  short  distance  and  go  down  another  flight, 
then  ascend  another,  and  so  on  np  and  down, 
sometimes  turning  to  thn  right  and  sometimes 
to  tho  left,  and  upon  either  side  uf  us  are  to  be 
seen  the  graves  that  wera  once  occupied.  As  we 
parsed  along  we  came  !o  sjme  opeu  spaces 
that  were  lighted  by  moans  of  a  abaft,  letting 
toe  light  in  from  above.  We  aaw  bore  marble 
■dabs  and  statuary,  with  inscriptions  upon 
them,  which  wero  put  there  more  thau  1500 
years  ago.  There  are  about  sixty  catacombs  to 
and  around  Borne.  It  la  about  !»0O  years  since 
thar  have  been  used. 

In  the  church  of  SU  retro  »  e  saw  the 
hy  which  it  i-  said  St.  Peter  was  bound, 
left  Rome  Ang.  7th  for  Pisa.  As  we  joorncyed 
along  we  found  the  country  for  a  large  part 
the  way  quite  barren,  being  hardly  worth  cul- 
tivating. We  often  came  in  full  viaw  of  tha 
Mediterranean  Sea,  and  ships  in  the  dietanco. 
Pisa  contains  about  30,000  inhabitants  and  ia 
situated  on  the  North  bank  of  the  Arao  river. 
It  baa  some  flue  marble  huiklings  and  000  of 
the  finest  bridges  In  Europe.  Iu  Baptistry 
whieh  U  celebrated  tot  Its  acoustic  properties, 
is  ISO  feet  iu  diameter  and  160  feet  high.  The 
cathedral  and  Campo  Santo  are  among  the 
pUeea  of  inlcrest  More  interesting  still  is  the 
leaning  tower  of  Pisa  which  ia  100  feet  high. 
It  has  eight  etorle,  with  outside  gallorics.  The 
effect  upon  a  spectator  looking  down  from  tbo 
top  of  this  is  wonderful  and  Strang-,  beyond 
description.  The  topmost  etory  owrlisuga  the 
base  on  oue  side  about  Uftveu  feet  but  It  Is 
secure,  as  the  canter  of  gravity  ts  ten  feet  atta- 
in the  base.  In  going  from  IV.  to  Tumi  aa 
passed  through  more  than  1 50  tuuuels.  The 
eeeuery  wa,  Interesting  gmug  n,  vitwa  of  i  u- 
mcnae olive  groves  and  ferule  dells.

also  saw  the  famous  Carrara  marble  quarry  1 
which  is  tire  finest  to  Italy.   Turin  contains 
223,000  inhabitants  and  i,  a  beautiful  city. 
While  there  wo  had  a  lino  carriage  ride  through 
the  most  interesting  streets.    Wo  also  visited 
tho  grand  Natioual  cxhlbiUou  which  was  a  fine 
show  of  tho  ludustxics  of  the  uahou.    We  uut 
visited  Milan,  a  city  with  about  320,000  inhaht 
tants.  It  is  aituatcd  to  tho  midst  of  a  fertile 
richly  cultivated  plain,  and  like  most  of 
Italian  cities,  U  walled  aud  is  entered  hy 
gates.    It  ranked  aa  tho  sixth  city  in  tha 
Rocuau  Kniplro  to  tho  fourth  century.
